Washington Watch

Amenica’s energy dependente is 
a dream which has outilasted fad- 
ing memories of gas lines and sky- 
rocketing fuel prices. 

But what price do we pay for 
self-sufficiency? This. is a ques- 
tion that has taken on new signi- 
ficance in light of Interior Secre- 
tary James Watt's announcement 
recently of ‘a five-year pilan to ac- 
celenate oil and: gias: development 
on America’s Oulter Conitinental 
Shelf. The new policy would open 
the entire U. S, coastline for po- 
tential drilling for oil and gas. 

Few mould argue against a rea- 
sonable, orderly development of 
our offshore enengy resources as 
a strike against the enengy black- 
mail we're suffered under in re- 
cent years. But other factors are 
involved in’ this decision. Environ- 
mentialists obviously are wary of 
the plan because of the potential 
for ecological disaster. Legitimate 
quesltionis also hiave been naised by 
the nation’s tourism and fishing 
industries, which depend upon good 
stewardship by man of the ocean’s 
resoumites. 

After examining the facts of the 
matter, I can only conclude that 
the new policy is short-sighted, It 
is highly questionable whether the 
policy meets the legal require- 
ments of dle Outer Continental 
Shelf Lands Act Amendments of 
1978, which require that the size, 
timing and location of future lease 
sales be defined as precisely as 
possible to allow affected sitates 
and other interested parties an op- 
portunity to review the proposed 
activity. 

By choosing to open millions of 
acres on the Outer Continental 
Shelf in: the mame of streamlining 
enengy prodiction, the policy 
seems to violate the spirit of the 
1978 amendments. The plan pro- 
poses thiat large “planning areas”’ 
—some. totaling as much as 130 
million acres—be made available 
for leasing. This approach flaunts 
provisions in the law to provide 
site-specific environmental analy- 
sis of proposed leases, and prohib- 
its effective participation by coast. 
al states in the pre-lease process. 

In résponse to this policy, I’ve 
co-sponsored a resolution of disap- 
proval in the Houses to veto the 
plan. Passage by the Oongress 
would invalidate the plan if the

The Week in 
Washington

Two Sénate committees on which 
I serve acted recently on bills that. 


>+ are of significance to Maine. 
All these events are in. conjunc: ’ 


One measure, which I strongly 
oppose, would chlarge the nation’s 
electric consumers for a portion 
of the cleanup costs at the Three 
Mile Island nuclear power plant in 
Pennsylvania. Under this Dill, 
Maine’s utility customers would be 
charged for over $1 million of 
the cleanup cosits, through inereas-~ 


:} es in their utility. bills. 


Under this proposed legislation, 
ratepayers. who- did nothing to 
cause the accident at the Three 
Mile Usland nuclear power plant 
and who receive no direct benefits 
from the plant would be required 
fo shliare in the cost of the cleanup. 
In other words, it bails out the 
Three Mile Island plant on the 
backs of the ratepayers. 

I think it is wrong to ask Maine's 
elecivic consumers. to pay for the 
mistakes miade by the openatons of 
the Three Mile Island plant. Fur- 
ther it sets a dangerous precedent, 
one that would give other nuclear 
‘power plant owners reason: to ex- 
pect a similar bail-out, when fu- 
ture accidents occur, at the ex- 
pense of ratepayers. 

The Senate Environmential and 
Public Works Commititee bias for- 
Warded the bill to the full Senate, 
without either a favorable or un- 
favorable recommendation, after 
defeating my motion bo recom- 
mend its defeat. Clearly, the bill 


did not have strong support in the . 


committee, since the committee 
declined to recommend its pias- 
sage. I hope the Seniate debate on 
the measure will prove its unfair- 
Dess. ; 
Restrictions on Use of Import- 
ed Seed Potatoes — The Senate 
Finance Subcommittee on Intern/a- 
tional Trade held a hearing om a 
measure which I sponsored ito re- 
quire strict enforcement of end- 
use restrictions on imponted seed 
potatoes, Although seed potaitoes 
imponted from Canladia are proper- 
ly labeled when they cross the 
border into the U. S.,, these potia- 
toas are often repackaged and 
sold as tablestock potatoes, once 
they have cleared customs. 

The bill I introduced would help 
end this pnactice. 

‘Maine's potato growers are be- 
ing hurt both by the tremendous 
influx of impoitted, subsidized Ca- 
nadian potatoes, and by the lower 
cost of those potatoes in Ameri- 
can markets. Because the import 
duty ot seed potatoes is lower 


esit| than that of tablestock potatoes, 


the repackaged seed potatoes can 
be sold ata lower price. 

The same subcommittee also 
held a hearing ot a bill I sponsor- 
ed ito mecelerate the reduction of 
import duty on certain imported 
fish nets made of synthetic mater- 
jals, which are not domestically 
produced. Maine fishing vessel 
owners now pay exhorbitant pri- 
ces for fish nets: that they cannot 
purchase in this country. if im- 
ported fish netting cosis $15,000, 
about $5,000 of that amount is im- 
port duty. My bill would lower the 
duty from the current 37.5° of

If you sare ialways just too late 
fo ‘wish upon ja falling star, the 
perfect opportunity to catch up 
with lost chances will occur Aug. 
12 here in Maine. , 

On, that. date the earth will pass 
through the peak area of ithe Per- 
seid meteor shower (named be- 
cattse the metesrs appear to come 
from ithe constellation of Perseus). 
Atsthe peak of the shower an ob- 
séfver will be able to spot as 
miany las 50 to 70 meteors an hour. 
The fargest number of meteors 
will be seen near Perseus, in the 
eastern and northeastern sky, and 
viewing will be at fits best after 

Although meteors are often cali- 
ed “falling tans,” they do not 
really qualify for that name be- 
cause they are not stars. The word 
“meteor” fis actually a Greek word 
which orginally meant ‘‘phenome- 
non in the sky” and referred to 
such naitural events as lightning, 
rainbows or snow. 

Today that svord refers to the 
phenomenon or object in tthe sky 
which causés a streak of light as 
it burns wp in the.atmosphere. Me- 
teors frequently are debris left 
floating in. space by comets as they 
he the path of the earth's or- 

When the earth passes that same 
aren again in its yearly circuit 
around the sun, the debris left be- 
hind by tlese comets falls into the 
earth’s atmosphere dravelling so 
fast that air friction heats up the 
meteor causing it to burn to a 
cinder i a matter of seconds, 
Large fields of such debris are 
known as meteor showers. 

Rocky dlotsam from a comet is 
60 plentiful in these areas that 
many meteors are docated in a 
small part of the earth’s orbit. 
Most meteors do mot survive the 
aie friction burning long enough to 
reach the earth’s surface, but 
these that do land are then called 
mneteorites.

Town is, obviously, a very impor- 
tant pant of our communications 
and economics picture, Therefore, 
when the Department of Trans- 
portation adopted the Local Road 
Assistance/block grant programs,

As an initial step, the Town 
Manager and Highway Foreman 
will be inspecting our streetis col- 
lecting datia relative to the fol- 
pavement. parameters: 
ride quality (road roughness), skid 
resistance, rutting, and structural 
capacity, This diatia, with the hellp 
of state highway engineers, will 
be reviewed and each road nated 
and priontized as to its miainten- 
ante or rehabilitation needs, Main- 
tenance is defined as those activi- 
ties, such as cnack sealing and pot- 
hole patching, necessary to sus- 
tain the integrity of the pavement 
structure, Rehabilitation is defin- 
ed as those achivities that restore 
the pavement structure in whole or 
in pant to original condition. Beth- 
el roads identified as needing 
maintenance and rebiabilitation 
along with associated. cosiis will be 
presented for consideration in the 
yeauly budget process, 

Studies show that mivainteniane 
costs increase as road service- 
ability declines. Every dollar of 
rebuilding costs spent at a road’s 
“half life? will require an addi- 
tional $4 cost for every year that 
renovation is delayed. In sum, 
we Will not be in competition with 
fhe State or neighboring towns. for 
the condition of our roads, but, 
instead, the structural integrity 
and serviceability of the roads 
themselves, which is the true mea- 
sure of merit.
